OUR RESPONSIBILITY. 


Lloyd George has been rather milder in 
his criticism of France since 
he 
reached 
this side of the Atlantic. 
He has continued 
to point out what he believes will be the 
dangerous results of her policy, but his cri­ 
ticisms of her have 
been 
somewhat less 
than those in which he has indulged in the 
letters which he has been writing for some 
months past for 
newspaper 
publication. 
Nevertheless what he has been saying has 
‘ again helped to fix American attention on 
the question of France’s methods and mo­ 
tives. 
There seems to be a more general dispo­ 
sition now in this country to recognize that 
France’s motive may well be the disinte­ 
gration of Germany, but that even if she 
is striving deliberately to accomplish that 
result, the responsibility 
for 
what may 
come of it does not rest wholly upon her 
shoulders. 
If 
France 
should make Ger­ 
many her vassal and 
dominate European 
politics for decades with an iron hand, let 
England and the United States spare them­ 
selves the vocal practice of virtue incident 
to the denunciation of French militarism. 
These mighty countries had full time to 
bring France into counsel with themselves 
for a settlement of the 
controversy 
that 
would have been just and helpful to them 
and to the rest of the world. If any sort of 
deluge should follow 
their faltering and 
fumbling policies, let them first of all re­ 
flect on their responsibility for it. 
Amer­ 
ica, above all others, is estopped from criti­ 
cism. 
She made separate peace with Ger­ 
many and thereby served notice on France 
to take care of herself or let the devils of 
all kinds of misfortunes devour her. 
These are facts which Americans should 
bear constantly in mind in expressing their 
opinions, which in the aggregate constitute 
the public opinion of the 
nation, upon a 
question of the gravest importance. 
Yet 
many of them forget these facts altogether 
and fail to see that, in any large view of the 
situation— and only a large view can be a 
just view— the policy 
which 
the United 
States elected to follow had the effect of 
helping powerfully 
to 
force 
France to 
adopt the policy which she is now follow­ 
ing. 
When we refused to take any share 
in the readjustments which had to be made 
after the war, we virtually told France to 
take care of herself as she saw fit and we 
left Germany to her fate. 


MR. EDISON ON MR. FORD. 
If Henry Ford really wants to be Presi­ 
dent he is likely to harbor a grudge against 
his old friend, Thomas A. Edison. The lat­ 
ter has dealt Henry’s political aspirations 
— if he has any— a hard blow by declaring 
in a public statement that Mr. Ford is much 
more valuable as a private citizen than he 
could be as a president and that to send 
him to the white house would ‘‘spoil a good 
man.” 
This, of course, 
has 
been 
said 
many times before about Ford and is in ac­ 
cord with the judgment of some millions of 
people. But it has never been said publicly 
before by Edison, and when Edison says it 
it becomes of some weight because Edison 
is, in the public mind, just as much of a 
wizard in his line as Ford is in his, and a 
great many 
people are willing to accept 
Edison’s verdict as infallible. 
Hence if the automobile wizard wants 
to go to the white house he had better ask 
his friend the electrical wizard to give no 
more interviews about him. 
Mr. bord need 
not mind what 
the 
politicians say about 
him, but when Mr. Edison remarks, with 
the best intentions and with evident sin­ 
cerity, that Ford is much more useful out­ 
side of the white house than in it, the Ford 
boom suffers. 
Of course, if there is really 
no Ford boom, the electrical wizard s re­ 
mark does not matter. 
But— well, Henry 
is the only man who knows what s what as 
to this question and he won’t tell, or at least 
he won’t tell in a way which the public will 
accept as final.

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QUICK ACTION ON ROADS. 
From the St. Louis Post-Dis pat ch. 
Governor Hyde seems to have no option 
la to the calling of a special session of the 


legislature to authorize the hastening of 
I he road building program. 
Representa­ 
tives of the automobile clubs of the state 
meeting in Jefferson City went on record 
as unanimously in favor of the session, and 
since the motorists cf the state would be 
assessed the extra temporary expense of 
hostening the program every known ob­ 
jection seems to be removed. 
The objects of speeding up the road pro­ 
gram are twofold. First, the people of the 
state need the roads for immediate use, and 
might as well have them while paying for 
them as to ride over a patchwork of im­ 
proved and unimproved roads until the 
time of completion permitted in the pres­ 
ent law. 
A through road is no better than 
its worst link. 
Second, under the present 
legal limitation the conditions could not be 
met to secure for the state its allotment of 
federal aid. 
Failure to receive this allot­ 
ment would be a dead loss to the state, for 
which the state is taxed on a parity with 
other states. 
It is calculated that the temporary in­ 
crease in the annual motor license tax to 
finance the 
proposed 
revision 
program 
would not exceed $3 per car. 
The aver­ 
age car license in the United States, how­ 
ever, already exceeds that of Missouri by 
more than $3, the relative figures being, in 
the case of a Ford, $10.41 as against $7. 
This issue is important not only to every 
car driver of Missouri but to the state as a 
whole because of the general commercial 
disadvantage and bad advertising for the 
state in bad road conditions. The motorists 
would stand the trivial expense and they 
are appealing for a chance to pay in order 
to enjoy the 
benefits. 
Missouri 
awaits 
Governor Hyde’s decision to let the road 
program go on to a quick completion.
